Wotd was received in Chicago last night of 
the death of Samuel Waters Allerton, for 
more than half a century prominent in Chi- 
cargo industrial affairs. He died at his 
winter residence in Pasadena, Cal., of dia- 
betes, to which he had long been subject. 

Mr. Allerton went to Pasadena last No- 
vember, intending to stay until May. He 
was joined in Detember by Mrs. Allerton 
and a daughter, Mrs. Hugo Johnstone The 
eon, Robert H. Allerton, is abroad, and burial 
arrangements have not been made. The 
funeral service in Pasadena will be held to- 
morrow. 

Mr. Allerton. ploneer packer, farmer, 
financier, and one time candidate for mayor 
of Chicago against the elder Carter Harri- 
son, rightfully could ley claim to more work 
for making the greater Chicago than almost 
any other citizen. 


Makes Stockyards a Reality. 

He came here a cattle buyer in 1856. An op- 
portunity to corner the entire local hog mar- 
et at a low price in 1856 gave him his first 
big start. He plunged ahead, and ten years 
later through him and John B. Sherman the 
Union stockyards became a reality. It was 
the start of the great packing industry and 
it waa the start of Mr. Allerton's vast wealth. 


develqped the farm lands of Illinois. 

Mr. Allerton made his own way. He was 
proud): of it, but when he had time to think 
it over—and that was not until late in his 
busy life—he found he had pride, too, in his 
descent from Isaae Allerton, who landed 
with the Mayflower. 


Worked on Farm When Boy. 

Samuel Allerton was born in Dutchess 
county, N. Y., in 1828, and was put to work 
on the farm almost as soon as he was able to 
hold 4 hoe. He said he worked hard, and if 
his later life was any proof, he did work 
hard. His labors saved him $3,200, he bor- 
rgwed $5,000 more, and with this began buy- 
ing cattle in the adjoining counties for ship- 
ment to New York. 

Each year he came further west in his buy- 
ing trips, and arrived in Chicago in 1856. He 
bought his first cattle shipment in the old 
Merrick yards on Cottage Grove avenue, and 
had to depend upon express shipments of 
money from New York. 

It was in 1860 that Allerton had an oppor- 
tunity to make his first marked stroke of 
business as a stock buyer. One day the hog 
market dropped $1.50 in Chicago. The bank- 
ing house of George 8. Smith had all the 
bankable funds available, and Allerton went 
to the cashier, proposing to Mr. Willard that 
he send three telegrams at Allerton’s ex- 
pense making inquiry of the Allerton sound- 
nese in the east, with the promise that if 
these were satisfactory Willard should cash 
a sight draft for Allerton the next day. The 
answers were satisfactory to Willard, who 
said that he would cash the draft. 


Corners” the Hog Market. 

The next day Mr. Allerton bought every 
hog on the Chicago market and went into the 
Smith bank with a draft on New York for 
$80,000! 

Righty thousand dollaPs’ werth of hogs 
bought in a day by one man! Mr. Willard 
collapsed. It was ten times more than his 
wildest thoughts could have conjured up, 
But I depended on you; I'll have to pay 
for those hogs!" persisted. Mr. Allerton. 
Willard insisted that it was impossible and 
Mr. Allerton went out into the street against 
the hardest proposition of his life. He met 
a friend on the corner. 

D you know anybody who has any 
money?” he asked in his blunt directness. 
The friend did and offered to introduce Mr. 
Allerton to the newer firm of Aiken & Mor- 
ton, which, after reviewing the telegrams 
and the answers, advanced the money at 1 
per cent. This was the beginning of the 
millionaire Allerton of the Union stockyards 
and of the First Nationa) bank of Chicago. 


Suggests Union Stock Yards. 
There were three live stock receiving yards 
in Chicago at the time, and the banking fa- 
cilities were inadequate, as Allerton saw 
the need, Nelson Morris came to Chicago as 
a competitor of Allerton in stock buying, and 

as a stock market began looking up. 
In Tun CuIcaGO TRIBUN® of 1865 Mr. Aller- 
ton wrote a series of letters pointing to the 
advisability of a union stockyards for the 
city, and in 1866, through Mr. Allerton and 
the union stockyards idea 
was a in reality. The success of 
the Chicago venture led to Mr. Alierton’s in-

Two severe storms raged on the outskirts 
of Chicago yesterday.

Four Trains Are Stalled, 

Four passenger trains on four rafiroads 
were reported by railroad officials last night 
as stuck in snow drifts near Peoria, and un- 
able to proceed either way.

| KARLUK MISSING, 


Fought Way Out of Ice Into 
the Bering Sea. 


HAS FOOD FOR 5 YEARS. 


for Survey Work to Be Un- 
dertaken by His Party. 


BY VILHJALMR STEFANSSON.

Fort McPherson, Alaska, Feb. 3, via Daw- 
gon, Yukon, Fei. 21.—[Special.]}—After send- 
ing my last message by dog mail from Bar- 
row on Nov. 1, I started on Nov. 8 sledging 
east along the coast. I met Eskimos not 
previously seen this fall, and am now con- 
vinced they saw the Karluk drift west past 
Cape Simpson the first week in October. 

It may have been freed on reaching com- 
paratively ice free water west of Point Bar- 
row, in which ¢ase it would steam south, 
and should have reached the Bering sea or 
the Pacific. Otherwise, the Karluk probably 
is on a polar drift. The men are in no grave 
danger, as the vessel is provisioned for five 
years and equipped with suitable gear for 
making land if abandoning the ship becomes 
necessary. 

Bartlett may send some men ashore this 
winter, but a sufficient number of the crew 
for working the ship will stay by it until it is 
crushed or the Atlantic ocean is reached. 


Found Leffingwell Alone and Well. 
I left Jenness with fishing Eskimos in 
Harrison bay for ethnological studies. Took 


Wilkins, McConnell, and one Eskimo on east. 
Found Leffingwell wintering alone on Flax- 
man island and stayed four days with him. 
On Dec. 14 I reached Collinson point and 
found both schoonera safe, wintering in the 
bay. The men were well and in good spirits. 

The trip from Barrow to Collinson was 
slow, because we were delayed by frequent 
detours to Eskimo camps to obtain dogs for 


the proposed spring ice exploration and sur- 


vey work. We also did a little hunting for 
whale carcasses to chop dog feed from them, 
and we fished in Harrison bay. 

After two days’ stay at Collinson point we 
proceeded east to Icy reef to visit the ships 
Belvedere and Polar Bear, wintering near 
there, and to meet Dr. Anderson, who had 
gone to Belvedere with mail to be sent from 
Herschel to Dawson dy mounted police pa- 
trol. 


Polar Bear Safe Until Spring. 

We met Anderson thirty miles east of Col- 
linson point, then proceeded to the Polar 
Bear. The ship apparently is safe till spring 
at Humphrey point. It is half a mile from 
shore, inside grounded ice, but will be in 
some danger in the spring. All its men are 
well. TWo of them, Brooks and Heard, of 
Boston, Mass., accompanied us toward 
Herschel. We spent Christmas on the Bel- 
vedere, ten miles east of the Polar Bear. It 
lies a mile off shore in ice, and will be safe 
till spring, but then will be in the same 
danger as the Polar Bear. 

Aboard it also were twenty men of the 
schooner Elvira, which was crushed by the ide

We reashed the Herschel island police bar- 
racks on Dec. 31 and found all well. , 


Dog Sled Carried Message. 

This dispatch is written at the cabin of a 
miner, Willoughby Mason, on Jan. 15. It 
will be taken by a mounted police dog sled 
patrol in February to Dawson across the 
mountains. By then I shall be on sea ice 
going north along the 148th meridian, with 
three other men, three sleds, eighteen dogs, 
and provisions for sixty days. 

I expect to keep going north thirty to forty 
days. 

Ships have never been over forty miles 
off shore here. While we are on the ice two 
survey parties will work in the Mackenzie 
delta by sled and later by boat, surveying 
and sounding possible ship channels to an- 
ticipate the commercial development of 
central northern Canada, to which Mac- 
kenzie is the gateway from the Pacific. 

In the meantime, also, geological survey 
work will go on in the mountains south of 
Herschel island, and zodlogical collection 
work will be done by Anderson and Johan- 
gen. 

Worst Ice Year in History. 

On the way east from Barrow we found 
much evidence to confirm our conclusion 
that this was the worst ice year in the known 
history of the arctic east of Barrow. 

The cause undoubtedly wes the unusual 
prevalence of westerly, northwesterly, and 
northerly winds. Persistent northeasterly 
winds since the freeseup, however, probably 
have by now (midwinter) largely cleared the 
Beaufort sea of old ice. Nevertheless, we 
have no data to predict the character of the 
coming season. It will depend on the winds 
that blow next July and August. 

Both the Alaska and Mary Sachsare in ex- 
cellent condition and safe. I shall proceed 
with both to Herschel whenever possible. 

The Alaska will proceed to Coronation gulf 
and the Sachs will undertake the work of 
the Karluk if the Karluk is not reported by 
the time of the first opportunity to sail from 
Herschel. 

It will, on account of its shallow drift, if 
ice conditions are bad, try edging along 
through shoal waters between the land and 
pack past Bathurst afid north along the west 
coast of Bank island te Prince Patrick 
island if possible. As the Sachs will not be 
as well outfitted as the Aleska ft will be 
manned by volunteers, but it is already cer- 
tain that many will want to go.

Steamer Karluk Sighted? 

The following dispatch from Stefansson, 
although forwarded from Fort McPherson 
the same day as the preceding one, was writ- 
ten seven days later: 

Fort McPherson. Feb. 3, via Dawson, Feb. 
21.—{Special:]—Eskimo reports from Rich- 
ard island received Jan. 22 say a single Eski- 
mo saw the Karluk steaming east past the 
north end of Richard island through a wide 
lane opened in the ice by an offshore gale in 
October. Other natives further east along 


the coast saw no ship. No news has been 


received yet this winter from further east 
than Point Atchinson. 

The truth of the story is possible, but not 
probable. If this was the Karluk it will 
have followed the lead whatever way it ex- 
tended, which may have been east past Bat- 


hurst or north along Bank island, possibly 
i 


reaching a safe harbor. 

This would not have been impossible in 
late October, as both the Baillie islands and 
Langton bay harbors have for several years 
been kept perfectly ice free and open to ships 
coming from seaward until November. This 
occurred last in the autumn of 1911.

Found Dead on Hay 
Stuffed Bed. 


NO FOOD IN. APARTMENT. 


Grandson Denies Report 
They Died from Ex- 
posure. |

Frank Kachelhoffer, about 75 years old, 
and his aged wife, about 70 years old, were 
found dead in bed in their poorly furnished 
four room flat above a store in a two story 
frame shanty at 1011 Orleans street last 
evening. Death is attributed by the police 
to the cold and lack of nourishing food and 
proper care, but this is denied by a ene 
John Fahrney ot Joliet.’ 

They lived ‘alone tn the flat, in which sev- 
eral windows are broken, and the furniture 
is in a dilapidated condition. The bodies 
were found by neighbors when they went 
to the flat to learn how the aged persons were 
getting along during the cold. 


Aided by Relatives. 

Kachelhoffer and his wife moved to the 
little flat about three years ago. Mrs. Kach- 
elhoffer worked for a time as a seamstress, 
but during the last year she had been con- 
fined to her bed because of infirmities and 
had been unable to work. They were taken 
care of by the county ‘and were believed to 
receive money from relatives living in Joliet. 
They borrowed money from neighbors occa- 
sionally, but returned it at intervals when 
they received remittances from relatives. 

Mrs. Kachelhoffer is believed to have suc- 
cumbed first, and the grief at her death and 
his helplessness to call aid are believed 20 
have hastened her husband’s death. She had 
been dead for abont three days, the under- 
taker said, and he died about a day later. 


Last Seen on Thursday. 

The last time Kachelhoffer or his wife was 
seen by neighbors was Thursday morning. 
Neighbors found that the cook stove in the 
kitchen apparently had not been used for 
some time. The only fuel in the house was 
some hay near the stove. 

“I eannot believe my grandparents died 
from exposure, said young Mr. Fahrney 
in Joliet. ‘ Repeated requests from us that 
they come down here and live, or, if they 
wouldn't come, that they notify us of any 
shortage, were not heeded. My mother was 
there a month ago and my father wrote them 
only ten days ago, urging them to let them 
know if they needed money. 

I think they must have died from coal 
gas poisoning. F’m sure they would have let 
us know if they needed money. Their pride 
would not have been too great for that, al- 
though they would not live here.“

Leagues to Investigate charges 
by Waitresses Against 
Henrici’s Sleuths. 


WILL MN MAYOR, 


Hear Miss Jane Addams Liken 
Guards to Coal Strike 
Detectives, 


Charges of police brutality in connection 
with the picketing of Henrici’s restaurant 
by the waitresses’ unſon will be investigated 
by the women ‘sorganizationsof Chicago. 

The proposal was made and adopted yester- 
Gay at a special meeting of citizens in Hull 
house. Mrs. Medill McCormick suggested 
that @ delegate from each woman's organiza- 
tion in Chicago be named as a member of 
& committee of inquiry. This committee will 
interview the mayor, the chief of police, other 
city officials, and probably the heads of 
Henrioi's restaurant. 


Will Interview Mayor, 

After Mrs. MoCermick's proposal had 

been adopted it was decided that the com- 
mittee shall interview the mayor on Wednes- 
day. The women indicated they would de- 
mand a full investigation, intending uit! 
mately to end the difficulty between W. M. 
Collins of Henrici’s restaurant and the wait- 
reeses’ union. 
Tue meeting was much aroused by state- 
ments of Migs Dlizabeth Maloney, secre- 
tary of the waitreases’ union, who aimed her 
shafte chiefly at the private detectives, said 
to have been employed by Henrici’s. Miss 
Jane Addams, who presided at the meeting, 
called for a statement from the side of the 
Restaurant Keepers’ association or of Hen- 
rici’s, but no one arose, although Willard 
M. MeEwen, attorney for Mr. Collins of 
Henrici’s, attended the meeting. 


Miss Maloney’s Statement. 

Mr. Collings and the Restaurant Keepers 
| association refused to recognise our demands 
and also refused to sign the agreement to 
unionize their shops“ Miss Maloney sald, 
Our object in unjonizing the culinary trades 
ia to better the working condition: At Hen- 
rici’s Randolph street place the bakery is 
in the basement, which is contrary to the 
city ordinance. 

The girle who work at Henricl's eay they 
make an average wage of $12a week. They 
work seven days. Collins sald in his ad-

Private detectives play a large part in 
the difficulties between employers and em- 
ployés,” Migs Addams said. ‘ It is as true 
here as it is in the big coal tres.

Police Had No Authority? 

William H. Holly, attorney for the Wem- 
en’s Trade Union league, explained that the 
police had acted absolutely without authority 
in arresting the women pickets. -

The board believes that the cbntineed ¢ ex- 
traction of this volume of water will lower 
the level of Lakes Michigan and Huron be- 
tween four and five inches, but it points out 
that this depth can be restored by means 
of controlling works in the St. Clair and 
Niagara rivers, 

The board recommends that the stab bl 
Illinois | be obligated to pay for any ex- 
pense necessary to maintain these levels. 

The board disposes of the chimerical Lori- 
mer-Oooley plan for a twenty-four foot 
waterway with great dams in the Misste- 
sippi river in dignified but convincing lan-

- Dueling is forbidden by law in Germany, 
and the spectacle of a Prussian envoy aiding 
and abetting one of the secretaries of his 
mission on the field of honor aroused a con- 
siderable| amount of criticism. 

Baron von Helleben, however, was able 
to satisfy the kaiser that Baron von Wan- 
genheim had no alternative but to fight the 
count to avenge the injury to his honor, and 
a few weeks after was himself promoted to 
the post of German ambassador at Washing- 
ton, while Baron von Wangenheim, on his 
recover. was advanced to a counselorahip 
‘of aun. besides . tea a decoration. | 


In 1002 baren von 8 led to the 
altar Baroness Joanna von Spitzenberg. He 
is a man of exceedingly forceful methods and 
imperious manner, but can be at times per- 
suasive and tactful. 

Thus, in 1900, when war was almost brought 
about between Germany and France through 
the French seizure from German boats at 
Casablanca of deserters from the French for 
eign legion who were of German birth, he 
succeeded, as the German chargé d'affaires 
in Morocco, in bringing about a satisfactory 
settlement of the difficulty. 

It was as a reward tor this that he was 
sent as minister plenipotentiary to Athens, 
and promoted three years later at the per- 
sonal instance of the Kaiser to the post of 
athbassador at Constantinople.

That Mrs. Zeisler de- 
fined in them all pianistie virtues is to be taken 
for granted, for her virtuosity is quite above 
question. But to read into them such wealth 
of romance, such fragile daintiness, such 
Warmth of sentiment, and such fantastic im- 
agery is the achievement of a great recreative 
artist.

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COMMISSION ON INDUSTRY 
WILL STUDY ARBITRATION. 


Methods of Ending Disputes Abroad 
to Be Made Basis of Federal Rec- 
ommendations, 


Washington. D. C., Feb. 22.-—[{ Special. }— 
An investigation of the manner in which 
labor deputies are settled amicably in foreign 
countries have been undertaken by the com- 
mission on industrial relations. 

Special attention will be given to arbitra- 
tion processes provided by law in England, 
Australia, and New Zealand. There also will 
) be an investigation of the protocol plan in 
vogue in New York and of other advanced 
methods of dealing with disputes between 
capital and labor in this country. 

The results of the inquiry will form the 
basis for recommendations of national legis- 
lation designed to avert strikes. 

The commission intends to hold public 
hearings on all the most important subjects 
to be studied before its recommendations are 
formulated.

Fire insurance companies call attention to 
the caution that should be used. 
during the winter season, in the heating 
equipment to see that it is in good shape and 
properly protected. The winter season isthe 
period of greatest household hazard, not only 
due to the various Kinds of heating equip- 
ment, but the more general use of : 
‘facilities, and the fact that so much clothing 
ig stored away in cloned: and unweniliates . 
closets. 

The National Fire Preteetion association 
hes sent out some precautions to house 
holders urging them to follow cleanliness in 
attics, cellars, and closets, cleaning out rub- 
bish once a year and burning superfluous 
matter. 

Only metal waste cans should be used, 
which ts as important to the home an to the | 
factory. The suggestion ts made that all 
matches should be removed from pockets of 
clothes before they are folded away. 


Urges Use of Safety Matches, 

As many fires in the homes are due te 
matches, only safety matches are recom- 
mended. Care should be used ap to sewing- 
ing gas brackets, and, in fact, all open gas 
flames. Where illuminating. ois are used, 
they should be kept in metal cans in a safe 
place and lamps should only be filled in day- 
light. 

Suggestions are made as to children about 
the house, particularily in regard to their 
uae of matches, carrying lamps, and so on. 
Fires are often caused by paper or deco- 
rative shedes of inflammable material on 
lamps or electric light bulbs,

‘nails, which frequently resulta in oss 
fires. 

Another household hazard, which has eme 
Into vegue in recent years, is due to electric 


other devices where electricity is used. Nu- 
merous fires take place where the current 
has been left on an electric iron and the iron 
ig placed on tnflammable material 

Fires originating in basements are often 


caused by‘ kindling not being stored prep- | 


erly, It is placed against frame partitions 
or near inflammable material. Placing ashes 
in a wooden box or barrel is always counted 
dangerous. 


Pipes Near Wood rous, 

Steam pipes and hot water pipes in con- 
nection with woodwork are cause of fires. 
Gas stoves are another prolific fire breeder. 
Frequently people light these stoves, leave 
the room,.and the rubber pipe burna’ out. 
Where heating stoves are used they should 
never be allowed except they are protected 
by stone, brick, concrete, or metal protection 
underneath. 

The kerosene can used in starting fires 
has caused loss of many lives and much 
property. Another source of fire is due to 
gasoline cleaning in a room where there is 
an open fire. Fire insurance companies urge 
people to do all gasoline cleaning in the 
open air. 

Spontaneous combustion often springs 
from rags or clothes used in oiling floors or 
cleaning or polishing furniture. They are 
frequently thrown together in the basement 
and fire is almost sure to follow. Each 
household should be protected by having one 
or more approved fire extinguishers placed 
at a convenient point in a tp house.
